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HOUSE KILLS ANOTHER TAX MEASURE! 


HEAD ON COLLISION OF PASSENGER 
TRAINS ON TEXAS PACIFIC KILLS 5 


One Other Fatally Injured and Several Less Seri­ 
ously Hurt -Cisco Fire Department Called 
Upon But Three Baggage Cars Burned— Cause 
Said to Have Been an Open Switch. 


(By Associated Press) 
ABILENE, May 24.—At least five persons were killed, 
one fatally, and several others less seriously hurt when west­ 
bound Texas & Pacific passenger train No. 15 collided head­ 
on with east-bound No. 16 on a siding at Dothan, six miles 
east of Putnam, at 4 o’clock this morning. Charlie Baker, ne­ 
gro porter on No. 16, who was walking down the track to 
throw the switch after No. 15 was to have passed, was run 
over and killed. 
In the resultant collision four men, who are 
sa id to have been riding the blind baggage, were killed, three 
on No. 16 were burned to death; one on No. 15 was killed out­ 
right, another on No. 15 lost his leg and Engineer W. D. Simp­ 
son suffered a broken collar bone and arm. 
The Cisco fire 
department was called upon to extinguish the fire in the bag­ 
gage cars on No. 16, but three of the cars were burned. The 
switch is said to have been open. It was said at Baird it might 
have been tampered with. 
NEGRO PORTER AN D FOUR FREE RIDERS KILLED 
EASTLAND, May 24.—A later check showed but that 
five persons, a negro poller and four men who were riding on 
the blind baggage were killed in the Texas Pacific collision at 
the Dothan switch. 
One body was identified as that of Clyde 
Edwards. The bodies of the other three were cremated in the 
baggage car fire. 
The injured passengers included: 
S. H. 
Stroud of Jean, and Ed McGowan of Fort Worth, probably 
seriously hurt. Others of the injured included: J. B. Osborne, 
fireman and W. IL Jackson, express messenger. 
TEXAS PACIFIC ASKS BLOODHOUNDS PUT ON TRAIL 
DTUL AS, May 24.—The Texas & Pacific railway officials 
have requested the sheriff here to send bloodhounds to pick 
up the trail of parties alleged to have tampered with the 
switch.

An apron of the Masonic order is 
the prized 
possession of 
County 
Agent C. L. Beason, it having be­ 
longed to his father, 
L. Beason, 
Sr., who was probably a member of 
the lodge at Arbacooehee, Cleburne 
county, Alabama, and was worn over 
75 years ago. 
The name of the city 
is historical, it being an Indian name 
and probably of Semiinole deriva­ 
tion, this section of the country for­ 
merly having 
been the 
stamping 
ground of this band of native Amer­ 
icans. 
The apron is home-made, of 
silk, and of a size of about 14x18 
inches. 
On the face of it can be 
seen the Masonic emblems and in­ 
signia, some of which 
are rather 
faded and others torn so badly as 
to 
be 
indistinguishable. 
Among 
those clearly shown are: on the flap 
of the apron, the all-seeing eye; on 
the face of it, square and compass 
on the open Bible; big letter *‘G” ; 
sun, moon and Eastern S tar; heart 
and arrow ; trowel, and two massive 
pillars on a checkered pavement. In 
one place on the apron can bo seen 
where the name of the owner had 
been drawn on it, as other designs 
were painted on the face of it, but 
only the initials "C. L.” remain, the 
rest being torn away.
